might be less cot-dial toward the 
idea of talking with Stassen than 
when the two first met in Moscow 
in 1947, 
For one thine, Stassen'» letter 
denounced Russmn, aggression and 
he* "refusal 
cooperate 
in 
stopping" the Korean war, 
Then, too, the Moscow Literary 
Gazette had already 
proposed 
Stassen for eventual trial as a war 
criminal. Just » month ago that 
Communist organ, which often re- 
flects official Soviet policy, blasted 
at StassjBH for suggesting that the 
tT. S. warn Russia that further ag- 
greMloft would "mean that war 
will come to Moscow." The Liter- 
ary Gazette said Stassen was ad- 
vocating atomic war. 


Envlaafjes Conference 


What Stassen's proposals envi- 
sage la a conference between 
Stalin and leading Politburo mem- 
bers on one hand nnd himself and 
four or flve other 
prominent 


American citizens on the other. 
Stassen declined to say whom he 
had in mind for such a mission. 
The Truman administration has 


looked coldly on recent sugges- 
tions for high level U, S.-Soviet 
talks, although the President said 
he would welcome Stalin to Wash- 
ington, The official position has 
been that tension between east 
and west can best be cased in the 
United Nations. 
Stassen said the proposal had a 
"better than even chance" of re 
suiting in a conference if (a) the 
Russians were honestly interested 
in world peace and (b) no official 
meetings between representatives 
of the two governments were ar- 
ranged in the meantime.

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THE ATOM AND THE CITY 


Tho throat of the atomic bomb could bring 


what some would regard as one of the best 
things thnt could happen to the United 
States, if it leads to the break-up of the big 
cities. A special Issue of the Bulletin of the 
Atomic: Scientists is devoted to civilian de- 
fense, and advocates dispersal rather than 
the continued Increase of city areas that are 
already too large from many standpoints. 


Traffic is one obvious handicap to big 


cities. Expensive bridges, -tunnels and by- 
passes are constantly being built to prevent 
traffic from piling up. At the same time now 
skyscrapers and business blocks are erected 
to draw In more traflie. 


Each year, writes Tracy B. Auger of the 


General Services Administration, we are 
building a million new city dwellings and all 
that goes with them. One trouble Is that 
many of these are erected on the fringes of 
big cities that are already overgrown, where- 
as they should be miles away. Even at that, 
these new constructions pay for themselves 
in a few years, through the savings that they 
make possible, compared with life in the 
heart of the city. 


Military authorities should have the right 


to veto further concentration of urban cen- 
ters, thinks Horatio Bond, chief engineer of 
the National Fire Protection Association. 
Military dictation of civil planning would 
seem to be the pinnacle of things to be 
avoided. But we might have to choose be- 
tween that and the elimination of war.

PERENNIAL DERBY 


In America the derby hat has gone Into 


retirement along with the bustle and the 
fancy vest. It has few mourners. Hard and 
unadaptable, it did little for the face it sur- 
mounted, unless the face happened to be just 
right 
fen- It. 


In England, the place of its birth, the hat- 


makers have set aside the first week in 
October of this, its one hundredth anniver- 
sary year, as "Bowler Hat Week," A 
steeylechaslng peer designed this headgear 
as a protection during falls from his horse, 
and It was first manufactured by the Bowler 
brothers. Lord Derby brought the style to 
America and his name has clung to it here,. 
In London it is still compulsory wear for gas 
meter readers, and i$ worn extensively by 
men who work in the financial district as 
well as by members of that nebulous class, 
"the men about town." 


Men are slow to adopt changes In the 


style of their apparel. Unlike women, they 
feel no urge toward continuous variety in 
this line. It is something to the credit of 
American men, therefore, that they have 
foresworn the derby in favor of the soft hat 
Londoners are no doubt shocked to learn 
that many men here go about bareheaded in 
all weathers. 


LICENSING CRIME 


Communities in need of revenue might 


pick tip some ideas from racketeers and 
gangsters. Yazoo City, Mississippi, seemed 
to be doing just that. An unofficial license 
to violate the state prohibition law was 
granted by the city council, according to 
Acting Mayor P. J. Whallen. By arranged 
agreement, bootleggers were allowed to oper* 
ate on condition that they pay one $100 fine 
a month. 


This is the traditional gangster method of 


doing business. It Is in vogue, unfortunately, 
in a number of American cities. This is the 
nearest approach, so far as noted/ to actual 
licensing of a criminal act by the city 
government. 


This kind of money-raising is not iimited to 


the licensing of bootleggers. Gambling houses 
gladly pay for protection where they can, 
and so do= major individual criminals. A* city 
which got its income from such sources could 
dispense with taxes, Who will be the flrst to 
try it, and will the citizens approve?

Many over- 
weights do not worry about the danger in weaken-

Every case of overweight can be helped if tho 


individual is willing to cut down on his daily intake 
o£ food, This sounds like an easy method ot reduc- 
ing weight, but overweights state that they reel 
weak when they do not cat all they want at meal- 
time, 
• ) 
Where there is no uhderactivity ol any ot the 
glands of the body and the overweight cannot re- 
train from eating a full meal, some physicians pre- 
scribe a drug to reduce the patient's desire- for 
food, Perhaps the most, popular drug for reducing 
the appetite and thus the weight is amphetamine, 
or Us deratives or close relations, benzedrine sul- 
fate and dexedrine sulfate. These drugs, not only 
cut down the desire for food but have a bracing 
or lifting effect so that there is not the usual weak 
feeling. Benzedrine sulfate is used with excellent 
results In the treatment of alcoholism (if the pa- 
tient wartts to be cured), because it; takes away 
the desire for alcohol and gives a mental and phy- 
sical lift when it is most needed. 
Overweight is now considered sueh an important 


ailment or disease that the Mayo Foundation and 
Muyo Clinic have patients referred to them for 
treatment. Even moderate overweight in the latter 
•half of life increases the chances of developing such 
degenerative diseases" as diabetes, cancer and heart 
disease. Because in hospital doctors and nurses have 
a better chance o( watching and talking to these 
overweights, they rarely find it necessary to use 
amphetamine or its deratives in reducing weight. 


A patient willing to enter hospital just for re- 


duction of weight is taking the matter seriously and 
will follow direction^ faithfully. Also, he or sM will 
not likely develop weak spells while at rest and 
under watchful care.

finally shows his strength. At the 
same time the bid denies the ace 
of, spades.

Hn 
knows South does not hold the 
ace of spades but must hold the 
queen for his five no-trump bid.
